The objection of claim 13 and rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first amendment of claims

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,2 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Koda 
(abstract: Taisha (1973), 10(5), 730-9). 

The applicants 1 claims are directed toward a composition comprising flavone 
compounds of formula I and II wherein the flavone moiety is substituted by a sugar 
substituent represented by R 7 . 
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Koda anticipates the claims as it teaches baicalin (RN 21967-41-9) (abstract) 
wherein the flavone moiety is substituted by a sugar substituent such as glucosyl moiety 
useful to inhibit allergic reactions by preventing mediator release from mast cell. 
Claims 1,2 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gionfriddo et al (abstract: Essenze, Derivati Agrumari, 66(4), 404-416, 1996). 

Gionfriddo et al anticipates the claims as it teaches flavanones (RN 14259-47-3) 

(abstract) wherein the flavone moiety is substituted by a sugar substituent such as 

rutinoside moiety. »
